Itr,  Chairman,  l/Irs.  Gibson  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  195^. 

The  general  health  of  the  area  was  very  good  indeed.  There  were  only 
sixty-seven  cases  of  notifiable  disease  and  this  included  seven  cases  of  food 
poisoning  in  Long  Whatton,  The  ingested  material  had  been  prepared  in 
another  authority's  area  and  v/ith  easy  co-operation  the  source  and 
micro-organisms  v/ere  rapidly  traced  and  dealt  with.  This  zymotic  disease 
total  v/as  very  much  less  than  the  one*  hundred  and  sirfcy-one  of  the  previous 
year,  when  the  figures  were  overloaded  with  one  hiondred  and  twenty-five 
cases  of  measles,  f our-f ifths  of  them  from  Castle  Donington  itself . 

You  will  observe  from  the  table  on  page  5 that  only  one  hxmdred  and  three 
children  were  Djnraunised  against  diphtheria  and  sixty-five  received  reinforcing 
doses,  mostly  at  the  ages  of  five  and  six.  This  was  not  nearly  good  enough. 

In  1955  one  hundred  and  thirty-tv/o  children  received  primary  injections  and 
eighty  nine  their  booster  doses.  The  County  Council  are  the  Authority 
responsible  for  the  immunisation  scheme  and  very  valuable  work  is  done  by  the 
Health  Visitors  in  persuading  parents  to  have  their  children  protected 
against  this  killing  disease  which,  although  not  prevalent  now,  might  easily 
become  so.  The  injection  material  is  supplied  to  the  general  practitioners 
by  the  County  Council,  and  if  v/hooping  cough  and  tetanus  vaccine  are  desired 
at  the  same  time  they  can  be  obtained  through  the  National  Health  Service  and 
only  one  further  injection  is  required  to  finish  the  comprehensive  immunisation. 
There  is,  of  course,  no  charge  to  the  parents  although  the  doctors  obtain  a 
notificatiai  fee  from  the  County  Council  on  application,  after  completing  the 
course.  All  doctors  in  this  area,  I think,  will  start  the  initial 
injection  at  once,  at  the  seventh,  eighth  or  ninth  month,  if  the  child  is 
takoi  up  to  his  surgery. 

I know  your  interest  in  vital  statistics.  As  is  usual  our  corrected 
birth  rate  of  15.95  per  thousand  of  the  population  (crude  birth  rate  being 
15.25)  was  better  than  that  for  the  whole  country.  The  Registrar  General ' s 
figures  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Great  Towns  and  the  Small  Towns  T/ere 
identical  at  l5.6.  All  four  rates  were  increased. 

The  death  rate  wa.s  9.96,  and  not  quite  so  lov;  as  last  year,  but  it  was 
still  better  than  England  and  Vfales  and  the  Small  Towns,  whose  rates  were 
11,7  and  11.6  respectively,  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  report  which  follows  adlieres  to  the  general  directions  laid  down  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  includes  recorded  chemical  and  bacteriological 
details  of  our  water  supplies, 

I am  indebted  to  the  Public  Health  Officer  and  Surveyor  for  his  reports 
on  inspections  of  food  premises  and  of  carcases,  I wish  to  thank  him  and  the 
other  members  of  my  Public  Health  staff  for  their  loyal  and  ungrudging 
services.

During  the  year  195^  intensified  sampling  of  v;ater 
continued  Both  from  the  Dervrent  Valley  Water  Board  and  from  the 
local  resources,  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination. 

The  particulars  about  sampling  of  Derwent  Valley  water,  from 
which  source  the  Virhole  of  the  supply  of  this  area  is  derived,  are 
as  follows 


(a)  Sawley  Meter  House 

Samples  from  the  mains  have  been  taken  daily  throughout 
the  year  and  subjected  to  the  presumptive  test  for  B.coli., 
and  every  analysis  has  shown  negative  results. 

(b)  At  Hallgates 

Samples  have  been  taken  three  times  each  week  and 
subjected  to  an  extended  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  City  Analyst,  Mr.  P.C,  Bullock. 

The  results  for  the  year  have  been  consistently  good 
v/ith  no  presumptive  B.  Coli.  Typical  figures  from 
the  last  analysis  of  the  year  on  samples  taken  on 
31  st  December,  195^  are
